E  have  spent  twenty  years  developing  the  Texas  Pecan  Nursery, 
Inc.,  which  is  by  far  the  largest  Pecan  Nursery  west  of  the 
Mississippi  River  and  among  the  largest  in  the  United  States.

So,  on  account 
of  these  many  inquiries  we  are  getting,  and  the  fact  that  we  own  and 
control  several  hundred  acres  of  Peach  Orchards,  consisting  of  new  va¬ 
rieties  that  we  have  developed,  we  have  decided  to  add  a  Fruit  Department 
to  our  pecan  business  and  give  our  thousands  of  customers  the  benefit 
of  our  20  years  of  experience  along  this  line. 


The  trees  that  we  are  growing  have  been  budded  from  good,  strong, 
vigorous  and  heavy  bearing  trees. 

We  know  how  to  grow  good,  strong,  healthy,  well  rooted  fruit  trees  as 
well  as  pecan  trees,  so  we  can  assure  you  that  you  can  get  the  best  results 
if  you  will  set  and  care  for  them  according  to  our  instructions  that  will 
be  mailed  with  each  order. 


Why  many  fail  in  growing  fruit  trees  is  because  they  do  not  spray  their 
trees  for  San  Juan  Scale.  This  is  a  small  insect  that  will  kill  your  peach, 
plum  and  pear  trees  if  it  is  not  controlled.  One  spraying  between  De¬ 
cember  1st  and  February  15th  with  oil  emulsion  will  control  same  com¬ 
pletely  if  applied  carefully. 

We  furnish  this  Oil  Emulsion  in  1-gallon  buckets  f.  o.  b.  Tyler,  Texas, 
at  $1.00  each;  5-gallon  cans  at  $4.50  f.  o.  b.  Tyler,  Texas.  One  gallon 
should  make  33  gallons  of  spray  when  mixed  with  water  which  would 
properly  spray  twenty-five  three-  or  four-year-old  trees.  It  will  keep  as 
long  as  you  do  not  let  it  freeze. 

For  six  or  eight  small  trees  you  can  use  a  35c  or  50c  spray  gun;  for 
larger  home  orchards  get  a  3  to  5-gallon  spray,  costing  about  $5.00.  For  an 
acre  orchard  or  more  get  a  Barrel  Sprayer  from  some  hardware  house.

This  is  a  large  yellow  freestone  peach  which  has  a  beautiful  red  cheek,  ripens  from  June  10th  to  15th,. 
20  to  25  days  earlier  than  the  Elberta.  We  have  spent  seven  or  eight  years  in  testing  this  peach,  but 
now  we  are  convinced  that  there  is  none  that  is  being  offered  to  the  trade  as  good  that  ripens  before 
the  Elberta.  It  has  missed  only  one  crop  completely  and  that  was  1927.  This  year  even  with  our 
below-zero  winter  this  variety  produced  a  nice  sprinkle  of  fruit.  We  believe  it  is  one  of  the  best 
varieties  for  your  home  orchard.
